Mr, Churchill and Mr. Chamberlain have 
had their say. Mr. Lloyd George addressed 
a large audience last Saturday; and yes- 
terday Sir George Younger, Mr. Asquith, 
and Viscount Grey of Falloden took the 
floor. Only two facts have emerged from 
the maze of official oratory. The general 
election has been postponed indefinitely, 
and the next Budget will bring no relief 
to the taxpayer. The latter fact is the 
more important. Since the end of the 
war the British taxpayer has been living 
in hope. ‘Every year he is being told that 
he must wait another twelve months for 
the advent of ‘the “normal’’ year; and 
every year something has happened to 
wreck the Government's benevolent 
plans. On this occasion it was the 
coal strike, which was declared during 
a period of acute industrial depres- 
sion. In jhe autumn the Government 
recognised that something must be done 
to save the nation from insolvency. The 
Geddes Committee was established, with 
instructions to. overhaul the whole system 
of national expenditure and to recommend. 
economies to the extent of some 
£200,000,000, Last. night, our London 
Correspondent informs us, the Ca 

considered the Committee’s report,’ 


George Younger and others have stated in 


accepted, will save the country an annual 
sum of nearly £200,000,000, no reduction 
in taxes will be possible next April. 

The Irish Free State is not yet in being, 
but the fact that a Provisional’ Govern- 
ment is in office, and is assuming all the 
powers of State, suggests that the next 
British Budget will have no direct bear- 
ing on Irish taxation. We do not know 
what arrangements are likely to be made 
in regard to Irish estimates ; but we hope 
sincerely that when they are presented 
somo reduction of taxes will be possible. 
Be that as it. may, Irishmen cannot be 
indifferent to the British Budget, Nearly 
every investor in this country has shares 
in British concerns and must pay British 
income tax on his dividends. ‘“ Guin- 
ness's,” for instance, is a British com- 
pany, with its registered offices in London. 
Apart from this aspect of the case, how- 
ever, even if there were not a penny of 
Irish capital in England, our people would 
continue to be affected by British taxa- 
tion. Some day, possibly, Irish industry 
may be in a position to supply all our 
wants; but, for the time being, Ireland 
must buy most of her goods in British 
markets. Take the case of coal. Every 
year Ireland imports some 4,000,000 tons 
of this commodity, and its price depends 
directly on the British Budget. Tea, 
sugar, textiles, hardware, and a hundred 
and one other essentials of modern life are 
in a like ease. A reduction of sixpence’in 
the British income tax would bring imme- 
diate relief to Conflaught peasants who 
never heard of such a thing as taxation, 
while a sixpenny increase would be felt 
almost as much by them as by the mill 
hands of Lancashire. 

Conversely, every British consumer, will 
be affected by Irish taxation. If the Irish 
Minister of Finance can reduce the income 
tax, butter, eggs, cattle, pigs, and potatoes 
will become cheaper, and every English 
householder will benefit. The truth is, of 
course, that the economic interdependence 
of the two countries is virtually unaffected 
by political changes; and the economic 
policies of both must, be based on 
this fact if they are to succeed. The 
Irish and British Budgets are maticrs 
of common concern. The same prin- 
ciples which apply to Whitehall will 
apply to the Dublin City Hall, and the 
Genoa Conference will be of just as much 
importance to Ireland as to England. The 
Geddes Report is not likely to apply to 
Ireland now; but the Irish Government 
will be wise to follow Britain is example 
in reducing expenditure to a mnmmaum, In 
the meanwhile the Irish taxpayer will hope 
for the best. The report of the Geddes 
Committee has not yet been published, 
but Mr. Lloyd George has promised that 
its recommendations will be made known 
im the near future. That they will be 
adopted in their entirety is very unlikely. 
The proposal to amalgamate the War 
Office, the Admiralty, and the Air Minis.ry 
into a single Ministry of Defence, for 
instance, is almost certain to be rejected, 
and Labour will fight stoutly against any 
reduction in educational grants. A start, 
however, must be made somewhere. Tí 
Sir Robert Horne is unable to belance:his 
Budget in April, the end of British 
solvency will be in sight. For Ireland as 
well as for England that would be a 
disaster.

The Belfast Boycott. 


The lifting of the Belfast boycott will 
mean an important revival of trade be- 
tween North and South. A _ boycott is 
always a double-edged weapon, and the 
South, as well as the North, has suffered 
heavily in recent months. On the one 
hand, certain branches of industry in 
Belfast lost the best part of their business 
and were forced to reduce their staffs. 
On the other hand, Southern traders were 
driven to markets where prices were 
higher and credits shorter than in Belfast. 
The increased cost was passed on to their 
customers, with the result that the whole 
Southern community paid for the upkeep 
of the boycott. In every way—political, 
social, and economic—the retarn to the 
natural order of things is a public 
blessing. The agreement between Mr. 
Collins and Sir James Craig lays the 
foundation of Irish unity, and not the 
least useful of the many builders upon it 
will be that prosaic messenger of peace, 
the Northern commercial traveller, In 
Dublin yesterday the effect of the 
announcement was marked and immediate, 
Great Northern Railway Stock rose on 
the promise of unrestricted traffic and on 
the assurance that the national railway 
problem will be tackled jointly by the two 
Irish Governments. There was a flow of 
old clients to the branches of the Northern 
banks, which are, and must remain, an 
essential link between the business com- 
munities of the six counties and the 
twenty-six. It is stated that the boycott 


| will vanish from to-day, but the situa- 


tion is still a little confused. Some Dublin 
traders who offered Belfast goods for sale 
yesterday were stopped by the familiar 
vigilantes, and there is talk about the 
necessity of permits for persons who have 
come into the bad graces of the boycott 
committee. The terms of the agreement, 
however, are unconditional: “ Mr. Collins 
undertakes that the Belfast boycott is to 
be discontinued immediately.” These 
words surely mean that the boycott abiit, 
ercessit, erupit, evasit completely and once 
for all. A short andysimple order by the 
Provisional Government would remove the 
last excuse for unauthorised action.

Canadian Cattle. 

With the establishment of the Irish Free 
State the much discussed problem of the 
caitle embargo will assume fresh com- 
plications. The recent report of the 
Finlay Commission favoured the re- 
moval of the embargo; but there was a 
great outcry among Irish cattle-traders 
and. English agriculturists, with the result 
that no action was taken by the Govern- 
ment. Speaking at Canterbury last Satur- 
day, Sir Herbert Matthews, Secretary of 
the Central Chamber of Agriculture, 
raised a new point. Will Ireland, under 
her new Dominion status, be entitled by 
law to ship store cattle to Great Britain? 
Discrimination between Canada and Ire- 
land in favour of the latter, he said, will 
assume a new aspect when both countries 
enjoy the same constitutional privileges. 
The raising of the embargo would cheapen 
the price of meat ; but farmers in England, 
as well‘as in Ireland, would be bound to 
suffer. Furthermore, the dangers of foot- 
and-mouth disease cannot be overlooked,

A German Coalition. 


The Centre Party and the Majority 
Socialists in Germany have arrived at a 
satisfactory compromise. The point at 
issue between them concerned the 
Cabinet's taxation policy. Disagreement 
upon this question up to the present has 
been so acute that a Coalition of the best 
elements in the Reichstag has been im- 
@ossible. Now, however, a really strong 
Coalition may be formed, and it is a 
likely that Herr Stresemann, who is 
the leader of the Conservative People’s 
Party, will emerge at its head. A 
question soon will be the. subject 
of debate in the Reichstag which 
sg ~ will cause the resignation of 

r. Wirth, This is the question of 
religious instruction in schools. Herr 
Stresemann’s succession to the Chan- 
cellorship would be of paramount import- 
ance to Germany from a financial and 
industrial standpoint. The backbone of 
the party of which he is head is Herr 
Hugo Stinnes. With Herr Stresemann’s 
advent to power we are likely to see a 
rémme which will be characterised by 
thoroughness and progress. In Strese- 
mann, with the formidable genius of 
Stinnes behind him, M. Poincaré will have 
an opponent whom he cannot afford to 


despise. 


Mormons in England. 


Mormon agents are again at work in 
England and the British Press is be 
ginning to take an interest in their 
activities. The “ Latter-Day Saints ” pose 
as guileless and pious people who no longer 
practise polygamy. The fact remains, 
however, that polygamy is still a Mormon 
doctrine and that the “Saints ” are en- 
tirely without honour in their own 
country.. The United States keeps their 
envoys at arm’s length, and the Mormon 
missionary who tries to get in talk with 
the women of a Canadian household in- 
vites the rudest forms of dismissal. The 
English, however are the most tolerant 
of all peoples and they have a superfluity 
of women. For these two reasons England 
is Mormonism’s favourite mission-field. 
The present campaign, it is said, is being 
condueted on a large scale. Mormon 
agents wero busy in Ireland a few years 
ago, and it is quite possible that some of 
them may be p ring now to slip across 
the Channel—attracted, perhaps, by the 
beguiling title of the “Free State.” We 
hope that our police, Republican and 
other, will keep a sharp look-out for such 
undesirable aliens. The new Ireland wants 
all her women at home, and. in any case, 
Utah would not be a healthy abode for 


then.

ORIGIN OF HERALDRY. 


HANDMAID TO THE FINE 
ARTS. 
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In a recent issue of the IréáA Times there 
appeared an article dealing with the scence of 

eraldry, its origin and development. Much 
interest has been evinced in the eubject, par- 
ticularly since it became known that the College 
of Arms is one of those offices at Dublin Castile 
that have been taken over by the Irish Pro- 
visional Government. 

An Irish Times representative yesterday had 
a very interesting conversation with a Dublin 
goutlenen who is a weil-known authority on 

eraldry and genealogical matters. He said 
that it was virtually accepted that hereditary 
Heraldry, which is the only Heraldry to be 
dealt with at the present moment, dates back 
only to the end of the twelfth century. 

The reason, he continued, “ the coat- 
armour came into vogue was that the use of the 
closed vizor in warfare made it imperative that 
the retainers of the feudal lord should be able 
to eo him by something other than his 
personal appearance. 

For this reason he put a certain badge on his 
heimet, and he wore a surcoat or coat of arms. 
He also wore the same device on a shield. His 
esquire, or attendant, carried a banner with a 
similar coat embroidered upon it. All his 
retainers had, not the coat of arme or crest, 
which is the personal property of the lord, but 
a badge. In this way they could recognise their 
feudal lord in the stress of the fight and one 
another. 

Then Heraldry became hereditary. The 
feudal lord’s coat of arms was handed on to his 
son and to his son's son, and by degrees a set: of 
rules was drawn up by the Heralds of the time 
which became what we now know as the Laws 
of Armoury. They are in some respects hard 
and fast rules, which vary in different countries, 
but have gurvived almost in their original form 
up to the present day. 

* + a * * 

Heraidry must not be confused with Sym- 
bolism. Symbolism dates back in every con- 
tinent to thousands of years B.C. You find 
symbolic beasts, birda, and devices in Egypt, 
Persia, China, and, no doubt, in the ruins of 
Central Africa—certainly in Southern America, 
and, of course, tribes of Indians from the 
earliest ages have bad symbols which almost 
appeared beraldic on their wigwame, 

But Symbolism ig not Heraldry, although 
Heraldry, no doubt, borrowed very much from 
Symbolism. Let us think for a moment what 
Symbolism would mean to the very earliest 
inhabitants of our earth. The strong man 
would, no doubt, be iikened to the strongest 
animal known—the lion or the bull; the swift 
man to the swiftest known animal—the getag. 
The primeval artist would, no doubt, represent 
the strong man ae the bull or lion and the 
swift. man as the stag. The people thus depicted 
would be only too pleased to adopt the at- 
tributes of these anima!s. 

It is more than likely that they would in some 
way get the local designer to put up their par- 
ticular animal on their hut or on the rude 
shields they might use; but that did not make 
Symbolism Heraldry. The strong man, having 
been eventua.ly killed by a stronger, would lose 
his badge of the lion, and the stronger man 
would adopt it; so it could not be said to be 
hereditary. 

We find this kind of Symbolism lasting down 
to the time of the Bayeux tapestry. ó 
tapestry we find symbolic animals depicted on 
the shields, and we at once say, “ Here is the 
earliest, form of Heraldry ’’; but we are wrong. 
he same man in this wonderful series bears 
more than one animal or device, ag the case 
may be, on his shield. It is not true Heraldry, 
because it is neither hereditary nor — nor 
unchangeable. It is simply a form of Symbolism. 

& x * & - 

Now let us turm to the use of Heraldry itself. 
Is there any use for it? I think that the 
answer is most distinctly in the affirmative. 

If we realise its possibilities to the genea- 
logist, Heraldry may be said to be absolutely 
essential. It is the only way by which 
we can satisfactorily differentiate between 
one family and another. Anyone who 
has attempted to trace ont a pedigree 
knows it is like trying to untwist one single 
strand of coloured silk from a mass of other 
colours. Were it not for the colours of the 
silk, his task would be virtually hopeless, but 
Heraldry gives us the colour, for itis kept pure 
and unadu!terated; Heraldry insures that the 
coat of arms of each family shall be identical 
from one generation to another. 

But there is a greater use than this for 
Heraldry, and that is as a handmaid to the 
fine arts. There is nothing that beautifies our 
buildings and stained glass, and even our 
domestic utensils, more than a judicious use 
of heraldic ornament. 

I have said that Heraldry insures the identifi- 
cation of families. You will say at once, “ Why 
not identify families by locality?’’ The answer 
is simple. Families lose their possessions ; 
families migrate; families die qut and are no 
longer known in the locality; families who have 
been of little importance come into prominence 
either by reason of their imcreased wealth or 
political importance, and they become possessors 
of properties. Identification by the locality is 
not satisfactory, but identification by Heraldry, 
if that Heraldry is kept pure—and by pure | 
mean that arms are not adopted by those to 
whom they do not belong, nor are the arms of 
one family granted to members of another—if, 
I say, Heraldry is kept pure, it proves the most 
beautiful and accurate method of identification 
which has yet been discovered. 

a ae Ah * Ea a - * 

But—and this is the most important matter— 
in order that full advantage may be taken of 
the wonderful decoration offered by the heraldic 
shield and the ensigns which accompany it in 
architecture and the other arts, it must be 
divorced from all those paralysing rules which 
terrify architect and craftsman. Keep your 
coat of arms absolutely untouched, but let the 
artist, designer, painter, and craftman use all 
that surrounds it to beautify and embellish their 
work. 

Only too often we hear it said, “Oh, but 
you must not put up anything but a shield 
of one particular shape or kind”; or “ The 
mantling must be of a particular style '; or 
“The helmet must be pointed in one particular 
direction.” All these pedantic rules must be 
swept away. It is for the architect to decide 
what shape of shield goes best with his design. 
It is for the designer of stained glass to see 
what mantling he shall use in his window. 

Then we shall find that craftsman and de- 
signer will turn gladly to Heraldry to assist 
them, and we shall find our architecture and 
all its sister arts beautified and embellished by 
that same Heraldry which, born of symbolism, 
has helped to beaucify the buildings and tombs 
of Ireland for the past eight hundred years.

It is well to remember that a bid of one no 
trump does not mnecessarily mean that the de- 
clarer wishes the hand play as such, but 
merelv indicates that he can give assistance in 
at least three suits. Let us suppose the dealer

Broadly speaking, it may be taken tha! 
the Municipal Reformers are Conserv:

separated them are gradually growing less. 
now that the Labour Party has appeare?

revolutionary character. It proposes that 
medical, dental,.and nursing services shal! 
be free to all the 4,500,000 persons in the

It is an experiment in 
Socialism on far too vast a scale. Yet 
unless the Londoner can be awakene! 
from his apathy in municipal matters. the 
election which takes place in six weeks 
time will* have unpleasant consequences ; 
for the Labour Party organisation has 
been greatly improved, in view of th: 
possibility of a Parliamentary election 
shortly. 

ANOTHER SPEECH. 

It is~possible that we shall have anothes 
speech this week from the Prime Minister ; 
for, if Mr. Asquith and Lord Grey reject 
his appeal for a temporary cessation of 
party politics, he may think it necessary 
to answer them. If so, it is expected that 
the speech will be delivered in London 
this week.

It was expected in Dublin yesterday that

The ban 
against certain English goods, as well as against 
those having their origin in the North, was 
interpreted from the statement as being 
cficially off, but those whose business it had 
hitherto been to carry ont the boycott had not 
got definite instructions to cease their 
operations. 

Dublin traders on the whole capressed them- 
selves as being delighted that both those who

A prominent Dublin business man yesterday 
said that the removal of the boycott would be 
a great advantage to the trade and commerce 
of Ireland.

CHURCHILL COMMITTEE 
STILL AT WORK. 


The following announcement was issued from 
the Colonial Office yesterday afternoon :— 

Conferences were held throughout Sunday at 
the Colonial Office between the Irish Committee 
of the Cabinet and the Irish Ministers—Mr. M. 
Collins, Mr. Duggan, and Mr. O’Higgins. Mr. 
Churchill presided, and officials representing the 
departments concerned were present. 

The measures mecessary for transferring exe- 
cutive responsibility to the new Irish Ministry 
were explored in detail, and good progress was 
made. 

‘Mr. Collins returned to Ireland on Sunday 
night, but the conferences are continuing to- 
day with his Ministerial colleagues, who are re- 
maining for the present in London. 

The utmost significance, says the Press Asso 
ciation, is attached in officia) circles in London 
to the fact that, at so early a stage—even be- 
fore the Irish Free State has come fully into 
being—Sir James Craig and Mr. Michael Collins 
have come to an agreement traught with such 
great possibilities tor the future of Ireland. 

The two Irish representatives met Mr. 
Churchill in his room at the Colonial Office, ana 
after an exchange of greetings were leit to 
themselves to endéavour to arrive at some 
mutually satistactory arrangement over the 
boundary, railway, and other questions as 
between the Free State and’ Ulster. 

It augurs well for the future that within a 
few hours they had arrived at the agreement 
— has been published over their joint signa- 
ures. 

Mr. Churchill's Committee sat again yester- 
day afternoon, and only adjourned in time for 
the meetjng of the Cabinet, which Mr. Churchill 
desired to attend.

THEATRE ROYAL 
GUTTED.

The Theatre Royal, Limerick, was 
burned to the ground ye#terday afternoon. 
The outbreak, which is believed to have 
been accidental, occurred at about 4.45 


o'clock, and the alarm was given imme- 


diately. . | 

The local fire brigade arrived within a 
few minutes, and shortly afterwards 
parties of military police and I.R.A. 
joined them in the effort to extinguish the 
flames. : 

It soon was realised that this was hope- 
less, and their attention was directed to 
preventing the fire from spreading to the 
adjoining buildings. In this they were 
largely successful. All that remains of 
the theatre, however, is the front wall. 

A soldier was injured by some glass 
falling on his head, but the cuts were not 
serious. 

The Theatre Royal, which was in Henry 
street, was open every evening, and the 
programme was composed of pictures and 
variety turns. It was one of the most 
popular resorts of the residents during the 
winter evenings. 

Our Limerick Correspondent writes that 
when the theatre building took fire the 
flames spread rapidly to an adjoining 
house. 

The Corporation and the military fire 
brigades tried hard to subdue the oyt- 
break, but, owing to the inflammable 
nature of the theatre fittings, the build- 
ing was doomed from the outset. 

Within half an hour from the first ap- 
pearance of the flames the building was 
almost completely gutted. 

Several motor cars and a quantity of 
petrol were removed for safety from the 
Glentworth Garage, which adjoins the 
theatre. 

It was about six o'clock before the fire 
was thoroughly subdued.

CRUISER’S GALLANT 
RESCUE. 


WELLINGTON, Monday. 

A thrilling tale of rescue at sea has just been 
told in wireless messages. The auriliary 
schooner, Helen B. Sterling, bound from New- 
castie (New South Wales) for Papeete (Tahita), 
lashed by the full force of an earterly gale, be- 
came waterlogged. From 8 o'clock vesterday 
morning until 4 o'clock this morning she sent 
out wireless calls for help, and waited: while 
the Australian cruiser. Melbourne steamed hard 
to her rescuo. 

The Awanui Wireless Station in New Zealand 
received the news, and the whole of New 
Zealand followed the struggle breathlessiv. The 
Melbourne sent a wireless message that she 
expected to reach the Helen B. Sterling at half- 
past two on Sunday afternoon, but the stricken 
ship replied at half-pasi one—*‘ Can't last 
another hour;-am waterlogged; sea sweeping 
right over us; clearing boats, but impossible to 
live in this sea.”’ 

Later messages told how one boat was 
smashed when an atiempt at launching was 
made, and some men were injured. Farewell 
messages were sent, and the wireless began to 
fail owing to the rolling of the schooner, which 
interfered witu the auxiliary engine. 

ine Melbourne replied—' We are certain to 
reach you; keep good heart.” : 

When the morning newspapers were printed 
the Melbourne was still racing with death for 
the Helen B. Sterling. The crowds waited 
anxiously for information, and great relief was 
felt when « message was received stating that 
the Melbourne had sighted the schooner, and 
had rescued the crew after a long struggle. 
Oil had to be pumped into the sca before the 
boats: could be launched. The rescue has been 
applauded in Barliament, and Mr. Massey has 
sent a wireless message to Admiral Dumaresq 
complimenting him on the maintenance by 
Australians of the splendid traditions of the 
Navy.— (The Times.)

THOUSANDS PASS THE COFFIN. 
ROME, Monday. 

Only a faint glimmering livht was filtering 
through the dark, stained-glass windows of 
the ‘throne Room this morning when the gor- 
geous, fantastic, and medisval-looking proces- 
sion paraded to take the last remains of the 
great Head of the Church to the Basilica of 
St. Peter's.

Noble Guards, the Prelates of 
the Chamber, and the Knights of the Cope 
and Sword in medieval costumes, joined the 
procession, which passed through the Sistine 
Chapel down .the Royal stairs to the Basilica. 

As soon as the body was’ brought into the 
church the silence was broken by the Sistine 
Choir chanting the Libera me Domine. 

The Canon of St. Peter's solemnly sprinkled 
the remains with holy water, and pronounced 
the absolution.

PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT 
POSSESSION, 

The Jast British military guard at the Dublin 
City Hall was withdrawn on Saturday, when 
the premises were handed over to the civic 
authorities.

Inside the building, tradesmen were busy, at 
the instance of the Board of Works, preparing 
the various rooms and offices for the Ministers 
of the Provisional Government, all of whom, 
with the exception of Mr. Hogan, Minister of 
Agriculture, have already been provided with 
suitable accommodation. 

Mr. Michael Collins, who arrived from London 
in the morning, after his notable mission, was 
early in his office, the apartment formerly occu- 
pied by the Town Clerk. One of his first 
callers was Mr. Griffith, who, with Mr. Gavan 
Duffy, is continuing to use the Mansion House 
for official purposes.

A mysterious shooting affair took ‘place last 
night in the vicinity of Gracepark Gardens, 
Dublin. | 

Shortly before 12 o'clock the*body of a man 
was taken to the Mater Misericordia Hospital 
in the city ambulance. | 

He had been shot in the head, and had ap- 
parently died instanily.. His name is given as 


| William Wilson, about 35 years of age, who 


lived in Gracepark Gardens. 

Beyond the fact that he had been shot dead 
no informatien could be obtained this morning. 

It was, however, reported that two doctors, 
who had been summoned after the shooting, 
were “held up ” as they cycled to Gracepark 
Gardens by men, who took their surgical instru- 
ments and their bicycles. 

The ambulance was requisitioned by tele- 
phone, and the ambulance men say that when 
they got to Gracepark Gardens the man was 
already dead. 

When admitted to the hospital the body was 
placed m the accident ward, but a superficial 
examination by the house. surgeon sufficed to 
show that life was extinct. 

Gracepark Gardens consist of thirteen houses 
off Gracepark road, which runs from Richmond 
road half-way between Ballybough Bridge and 
Drumcondra Bridge.

ROBBERY UNDER 
ARMS. 


ATTEMPT TO STEAL MOTOR 
CYCLE, 

Last evening, between 6.30 and 7 o'clock, a 
motor car, beheved to have been a covered-in 
Ford van, drew up outside the licensed premiees 
of Mr. John Kennedy, in Townsend street, 
Dublin, and six well-dressed men entered the 
shop. A couple of them produced revolvers, 
and ordered the foreman, who was on duty 
alone at the time, to put up his hande. 

The foreman cried out '“ Robbers!” where- 
upon one of the robbers threatened to blow his 
braing out if he made another sound. Two of 
the men then jumped across the counter and 
opened the cash register, from which they took 
between £135 and £14 in notes and silver. Mr. 
Kennedy was having tea upstairs with an assist- 
ant at the time, and on hearing the foreman’s 
call ran down to the shop, but when he arrived 
the robbers had got out and driven away in the 
van. 

An unsuccessful attempt was made by three 

men to seize a motor bicycle and side-ca? in 
Dame street shortly before 10 o'clock last 
night. 
“ When the motor cycle was driven up to 
Hynes’s restaurant the three men on it gave 
it in charge of another man while they were 
inside. This man got astride the bicycle, but 
he had not been long at his post when three 
men knocked him off and pushed the machine 
into Temple lane. 

The man who had been minding the bicycle 
ran into the restaurant and told the owners, 
and the four turned in pursuit of the thieves. 
They overtook them in Temple court, and the 
“ watchman “” here received another blow.

POOR YEAR’S TRADE. 
BELFAST’S IMPORTS AND 
EXPORTS. 


The Belfast Harbour Commissioners have 
issued a statement of the goods imported into 
and exported from the port of Belfast last year. 
Coal is a barometer of industria] activity, and 
the depression last year is reflected in the de- 
crease of nearly 400,000 tons in the amount im- 
ported, the actual figures being 1,408,788 tons 
in 1920 against 1,006,155 tons last year. Short 
time in the linen mills and decreased activity 
in other concerns were mainly responsible for 
this fall. ie 

The condition of the shipbuilding industry 
and the “slowing down’’ in conetruction 1s 
reflected in the great decrease in the amount of 
iron and steel plates and sheets imported. Last 
year these amounted to 34,857 tons, while in 
1920 the importation was 98,481 tons. Wrought 
iron and etecl imports last year were onl 
29,536 tons, compared with 70,287 tons in th 
previous year. 

The exports of linen goods last year amounted 
to 23,724 tons, while the previous year the ex- 
ports were 36,282 tons. The importation of 
flour declined last year from 99,498 tons to 
84.721 tons. Flax imports declined from 9,490 
tons to 8,954 tons. There was an increase in 
the importation of linseed cake compared with 
the 1 firure, the respective amounts being— 
1921, 11, tons: 1920, 9,894 tons; but Indian 
meal imports were about half—4,024 tone, 
against 9,017 tons in 1920. Aerated water ex- 
ports declined from 6,748 tons in 1920 to 4,667 
tons last year. Potato exports were 84,742 
tons, compared with 138,772 tons in 1920. 
Timber imports declined from 30,446 loads to 
12.058 loads. The importation of unmanufactured 
tobacco wae 3,147 tons, as against 4,373 tons in 
1920, while the export of manufactured tobacco 
| was 3,302 tans, compared with 3,402 tons in 1920.

NEED FOR ALLIED POLICY. 
————- 


In a leading article, The Times observes :—In 
the course of the next weck a conference of the 
Allied Foreign Ministers is to be held with a 
view to establishing a common point of view 
in regard to a settlement in the Near East. We 
have no special admiration for international 
conferences, though, on exceptional occasions 
and after due preparation, they may be, and 
have been, beneficial. Lord Grey spoke very 
wisely last night on the proper place of con- 
ferences in international affairs. He rightly 
dwelt on the evil effect of the Supreme Councils 
on Anglo-French relations, whereas conferences 
arranged through the skilled use of diplomatic 
methods had firmly established the Hintente be- 
fore the war. ‘Ihe Near East Conference is 
overdue. Procrastination on the part of the 
Allies means a further weakening of their power 
to intervene and a jurther encouragement to 
the forces that are wrecking the civilising 
achievements of European Powers in the Kast. 
There have been serious differences between the 
Allies on questions of Eastern policy. It is not 
sufficient to say that these differences are due 
to the pursuit of differing lines of error and 
miscalculation. The time has come to establish, 
not the British or the French or the Italian, 
but the Allied attitude towards Turkey.

INEFFICIENT NEWS SERVICE. 


More than eighteen months ago the Com- 
mittee appointed by Lord Milner to prepare a 
scheme for an Imperial wireless telegraphy 
service submiited its recommendations, and on 
July 28 of last vear we announced that the 
Imperial Conference had adopted a plan, re- 
marks 7’he 7'imes editorially. The delibera- 
tions of the Norman Committee and the keen 
discussion they provoked are now a matter of 
ancient history. But it is an unfortunate fact 
that the ‘‘ wireless chain,” of which so much 
was hoped, remains made up of missing links. 
Compared with other and more distant parts of 
the Empire, India is in an unfortunate position 
regarding her news service. She has to depend 
upon a single cable route, and no matter how 
efficiently that route may be managed, serious 
congestion is inevitable at times. With an 
efficient wireless service to relieve the cable 
system, adds J'he Times, there would be a 
reasonable chance of securing a news service for 
India that would both help the native reader 
to appreciate the probleme that face other 
peoples, and preserve a useful tie between the 
Anglo-Indian and “ home.” If the various 
parts of the Empire are to understand each 
other, they must know each other better.

DE VALERA’S AMBITION. 
PARIS, Monday. 

Interviewed by the Echo de Parw yesterday, 
Mr. do Valera declared:—‘* We remain ready 
for complete agreement with England as long 
as she does not oppose the rights claimed by 
Ireland, the principal one of which is absolute 
independence.

SIR G. YOUNGER’S POSITION. 
Addressing a big meeting of his constituents 
at Ayr last night, Sir George. Younger said that 
some apparently unauthorised people jad 
started an election propaganda. 

“I am glad to see,” Sir George continued, 

“that the Prime Minister disowns them, and 
asks who is responsible. If he cannot find out, 
I am «fraid I cannot help him. Ii certainly 
was not me, because the propaganda had gone 
on for a week before I took notice of it. From 
the beginning, I have been a strong supporter 
of the Coalition, and [ still think it most valn- 
able. I thmk that it should do further work 
and complete iis election policy before it goes 
to the country. 
“ My interference in this matter was intended 
to prevent a split, which I knew would inevi- 
tabiy happen if an election were held in Feb- 
ruary and if the programme, upon the com- 
pletion of which in this Parhament we relied, 
had not been dealt with. 

“1 am particularly pleased that tie action [ 
took upon iny own responsibility at the start 
has had the effect of getting declarations from 
Mr. Austen Chamberlain, the Prime Minister, 
and Mr. Winston Churchull, that it is essential 
to the interest of the nation that the Coalition 
should hold together, at all events for a tim 
until it completes its policy and geis us into 
smooth water. I heartily respond to the appeal 
of the Prime Minister and Mr. Chamberlam 
that we should hold together in order to com 
plete our work.” 


SECOND CHAMBER REFORM. 


Referring to the reform of the House cf 

Lords, Sir George said that it was a monstrous 
thing to think that the Empire should be left 
t the mercy of a chance majority. Rather 
than have that he would go so tar as to agree 
to an arrangement whereby there should be a 
referendum if the House of Lords twice vetoed 
a measure. That, at all events, would be demo- 
eratic, and preferable to the existing state of 
things. 
Alluding to national economy, Sir George 
Younger said that the recommendations of the 
Geddes Committee were pretty drastic, but, 
drastic as they might be, he feared that, owimg 
to the bad state of trade and the prevalence 
of umemployment, the revenue of the country 
would be seriously depleted this year, and that, 
however deep the “cuts” might be, they 
might possibly do nothing more than balance 
the Budget. 

But the economy axe should be wielded by 
those at present in power, who had promised te 
do so. 

Upon the subject. of Ireland, Sir George said 
that he accepted as a good augury the agree- 
ment which had been announced between Sir 
James Craig and Mr. Michael Collins. The 
essential difference between the present agree” 
ment and the earlier Home Rule measures was 
that mo earlier proposal had recognised that the 
+ Irish were two nations.

LAUNCH FROM FIRE- 
SWEPT CRAFT. 
a vo 


A thrilling story of heroism at sea during a 
heavy gale was related at. the Belfast Marine 
Board yesterday, when Captain James Foster, 
of the ss. Rossmore; Mr. P. J. Martin, chief 
engineer, and Mr. S. Wilson, an able seaman, 
were presented with medals and diplomas by the 
French Government. 

During a passage from Oork, via the Bristol 
Channel, to Belfast, the ss. Rossmore, of Bel- 
fast, in command of Captain James Foster, 
sighted the French motor vessel, Rubis, of 
Havre, which was on fire. A fierce gale was 
raging, and heavy seas washed the deck of the 
Rossmore, but her skipper, undaunted, at ance 
headed his vessel towards the helpjess craft. 

The French crew managed to launch their 
lifeboat, despite the flames which raged from 
end to end of their vessel. 

The little craft, with its load of thirteen men, 
put out from the wreck, and the ss. Rossmore 
was manewuvred by Captain Foster so skilfully 
that at length she got alongside the lifeboat, 
and took the crew safely on board. 

Every attention was paid to the shipwrecked 
crew, and every comfort that was on board was 
placed at their disposal. 

The weather grew thicker, and the gale de- 
veloped to a hurricane. Finally the Rossmore 
lost sight of the ship at 1.50 a.m. on March 24, 
1919, assuming that. she had sunk. After stand- 
ing by for upwards of six hours, the Rossmore 
continued her passage and landed the ship- 
wrecked crew at Newport, Mon.

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POLITICAL PRISONERS. 


QUESTION OF THEIR TRIAL. 


At a Special Court in Londgnderry Jail yes- 
terday, twelve rolitical prisoners were charged 
with conspiracy to break prison on December $ 
last, when Special Constable Lyttle and Con- 
stable Gorman were chloroformed to death. 

A large number of witnesses having been ex- 
amined, Mr. Young, Crown Solicitor, asked that 
the accused should be returned for trial. 
One of the prisoners asked the resident magis- 
trate if he had every heard of an instance where 
a similar procedure was adopted egainst 
prisoners. 

The resident magistrate said that there was 
nothing wrong about the procedure. He returned 
the accused for trial at Londonderry Assizes. 
The prisoners could raise points “if they were 
ever tried.”

LETTER, 


The Most Reverend Dr. Byrne, Roman 
Catholic Archbishop of Dublin, has sent the 
following letter to the clergy, secular and 
regular, of the Diocese of Dublin :— 
Archbishop's House, Dublin, 

23rd January, 1922. 
Very Rev. AND Dean Fatuer,—Once more a 
Vicar of Christ has laid down his life’s burden 
at his Master’s feet, another Pontiff has given 
up his charge to the Eternal Shepherd of 
souls, and once again the Church of God is 
plunged im grief, 
Catholic Dublin bears her share in the 
bereavement which the whole Church suffers, 
and it is only fitting that she should give’ due 
expression to the sorrow ehe feels. The 
Pontiff had a heart of sympathy for the mis- 
fortunes of our nation, and with voice and 
material aid tried to assuage the afilictions of 
our people. This is not the time to refer at 
length to the admiration he extracted from all 
the nations of the earth by the charity he 
displayed to all who euffered in the European 
conflict, and the strict impartiality with which 
he held the ecalés between the warring peoples. 
Even those most unfriendly to the Church 
were forced to extol the Pope’s large humanity 
and his justice which never faltered in the 
most critical and trying circumstances. 
You will already have asked the prayers of 
the faithful for the eternal repose of the soul 
of Benedict the Fifteenth. In order that all 
our people may have an opportunity of joining 
in the public suffrages of the Church, you will 
kindly arrange to have a special Requiem Mass 
(if possible a High Mass) for the Pope on 
Friday, the 27th inst.. The Prayer “ Pro 
Summo Pontifice defuncto’’ will be said in all 
Masses until the burial of the Pope, 

To ask for help from Almiglity God that the 
vacancy of the Bly See may not be prolonged, 
and that the Holy Spirit may aid the Sacred 
College im the choice of the Pope’s successor, 
the Prayer from the Mass, “ Pro eligendo 
Summo Pontifice,”’ is to be said in all Masses 
after Monday next until a new Pope is chosen 
to rule the Church. 

Arrangements are being made for the cele- 
bration of a Pontifical Mass of Requiem in the 
Pro-Cathedral on a day which wil] be announced

JUDGE'S DECISION. 

After hearing the arguments on both sides, 
Mr. Justice eridge ruled that as the defence 
had all they considered material for the plea of 
justification the case must proceed. 

During the whole of the preliminary argu- 
ments Mr. Bigland had been leaning on the 
great rail of the dock eagerly listening to every 
word that escaped from either side. Both h 
and everyone else in court showed astonishment 
when Sir Edward Marshall-Hall mtimated thot 
the prosecution would dro Mr. 
Bottomley’s counsel said :— 

“ As Mr. Bigland has pleaded not guilty gene- 
rally to the indictment, I do not propose to 
give him an opportunity of reading the 57 
counts in his plea of justification, and shall offer 
no evidence on the general count.” 

Turning to the jury Mr. Justice Coleridge re- 
marked ;—This case has come to a somewhat 
abrupt conclusion. The prosecution offer no 
evidence against the prisoner, and that being 
so it is your duty to find him not guilty. 

The jury did as they were bid, and Mr. Big- 
land, left the dock. 

Mr. Comyns Carr asked that Mr. Bottomley 
should pay the costs of the trial both at the 
Old Bailey and in the police court.

Sundry times came Lacy to quicken, his 
labourers, full glad to see them fall in ure with 
any such exercise, wherein, might they once 
be grounded and taste the sweetnesse of a 
true man’s life, he thought it no small token 
of reformation to be hoped, for which cause he 
visited them often, and merrily would com 
mand his gentlemen to give the labourers ex- 
ample in taking paines, to take their instru- 
ment in hand, and to worke, a season, the 
poore soules looking on and resting. But this 
—w ended tragicaily, while each man was 
usie to try his cunning: some lading, some 
plaistering, some heaving, some carving, the 
Generall also himselfe digging with a pykeaxe, 
a desperate villaine of them, he whose toole the 
Generall used, espying both his hands occupied 
and his body with all force inclining to the 
blow, watched his stoope, and clove his head 
with an axe, litéile esteeming the torments that 
ensned.” That was in 1189. 

Professor Stokes says that a chieftain, 
O’Caharny Fox, who had been dispossessed by 
de Lacy, sent his foster-brother to work there 
and take an opportunity to slay dediLacy, and 
that nearly seven centuries later, in 1839, Lord 
Norbury was killed on exactly the same spot, 
after he had erected a castle on the site of de 
Lacy’s. “‘ Norbury, like de Lacy, is said to 
heave insulted Columcille. De Lacy appropriated 
his land; Lord Norbury prevented his tenantry 
(from) burying their dead in the ancient 
Columban cemetery of Durrow,” in the King’s 
County. 

It was not for his beanty that the King of 
Oonnacht’s daughter married Hugh de Lacy. 
Here is Giraldus Cambrensis’s description of 
him: “ He had a dark complexion, with black 
sunken eyes, and rather flat nostrils: he had 
a burn on the face from some accident which 
much disfigured him, the scar reaching down 
his right cheek to his chin. His neck was 
short, his body hairy and very muscular. He 
was short in stature and ill-proportioned in 
shape.” He seems to have been soon left a 
widower. a

ROADS AND RAILWAYS.

Sim,—As your leading article points out, these 
are two of the most important subjects at 
present. If something is not done soon, there 
will be no roads, except the steam-rolled roads. 
fit to travel on. The direct labour system is a 
very slow process, and it is doubtful if it gives 
the maximum amount of labour. The farmers, 
being the people most interested in the roads 
round their own districts, should be the people 
im a position to undertake the upkeep of them 
on the most economical lines. On all farms 
there is a certain amount of road material, 
and the farmer, being on the spot, 
would be in the position, should he under- 
take the upkeep of a portion of the 
road near him, to keep an additional man or 
two. His own horses and carts would be a 
great asset, and there are a number of days, 
when practically no outside work can be done 
on the farm, which would be most suitable to 
this work. Financially he is hard-pressed at 
present, and this arrangement would help him 
to pay his rates. It is the heavy motor traffic 
that does the most damage, and it should be 
taxed accordingly. 

The railway rates are killing the farming 
industry, and from the way in which the rail- 


-way companies treat the public, one would 


imagine that their object was to drive traffic 
away. Everything seems to be left in the 
hands of the managers, as most of the directors 
appear to know little or nothing about the 
business.— Yours, etc., 
Wrurrep Tren.

Srr,—It has been brought to my hotice that 
there are rumours afloat of schemeg to set up 
factories in the military barracks Dublin, 
now about to be vacated. This seems contrary 
to all modern ideas of hygiene. In countries 
where the health of the worker is studied 
factories in the heart of a city are not per- 
mitted. 

If the military barracks in Dublin were 
turned into factories, people would flock to the 
city in search of employment, and the already 
intense congestion would be further increased. 
On the other hand, if, as has been suggested 
in Cork, the barracks were fitted up as 
temporary accommodation for the workers until] 
the more enlightened housing schemes could be 
carried out, much good might be done. 

I have worked for two years on the Housing 
Committee of the Rathmines District Council; 
yet we have not acquired even a single site on 
which to commence building. What a relief it 
would be, in the face of such official inertia, 
to have Portobello Barracks ready, in a month 
or so, for the families now living in condemned 
areas! The spacious barrack squares would 
afford a safe playground for the children.—
